Some time ago a collector asked me 
about the Kansas and Nebraska over- 
prints being precancelled in other 
states. Perhaps a few of the items were 
imported and favors but there were 
some quite legitimate items precan- 
celled in states bordering on these | 
states. 
manner. Postage stamps are per- 
mitted to be used for small remit- 
tances by many companies and the 
government allows them to precancel 
the surplus up to use for their own 
outgoing mail, consequently some of 
overprints drifted into their stock and 
were precancelled and are perfectly 
OK. I have seen quite a few of the 
overprints from certain towns in 
Kansas and Nebraska especially the 
latter that had full gum on the back; 
well, anyone knows what these are, 
but I am telling you that if you come 
across these overprints precancelled 
and used in the regular course of 
business you have among the best 
precancels have to offer. 


From Henry Wetjen of Richmond, 
N. Y., comes the first precancelled 
envelope I have seen in a long time. 
It is one of the regular government 
varieties and is from Wayland, N. Y. 


In the last issue of the Precancel 
Bee is a full size illustration of the 
Linton, Ohio, precancelled card. It 
shows both sides of the card and is 
a very fine contribution to philatelic 
precancel literature. This card has 
been mentioned twice within the past 
month in LINN’S but I had nothing 
to do with either article. But my 
older readers will remember that I 
described this card over a year ago.

We understand that the Michael 
Stamp Company, on Water Street, 
near Wall Street, is no longer at this 
location. 





The information is around that deal- 
ers and for that matter speculators in 
stamps who purchased recently lots 
of more than 100 of the 1c Parcel Post, 
Scott’s No. 1450 used, when going over 
the stamps found some of the one 
dollar value, No. 1461. These prob- 
ably came from Europe and it would 
be well for those having the le stamp 
in bundles of one hundred to open and 
look over. We know of cases where 
bundles of the common 2c stamps are 
opened and 24c used airmails have 
been found. We were informed by a 
close friend that when a mixture of 
U. S. was recently segregated a gold 
ring was fished out of the conglomer- 
ation. Another person pulled out 
twenty, one dollar stamps No. 572 
with full gum that had never passed 
through the mails. It would be in- 
teresting to hear from our readers 
as to what good things they picked 
out of mixtures. The happy side of 
the picture is better, so do not ad- 
vise us of the lemons you got, for we 
know that is happening every day. 


On the tip of philatelic tongues here 
is the case of Alex Lakowski who 
died recently in Nassau County, a part 
of New York City, and left a collec- 
tion that brought $1,370 in an auction 
and was bought by Clarence H. Lyda- 
more of Roselyn Heights, Long Island. 
“Alex the Photographer” as he was 
familiarly known lived alone in a 
single room at 1 Weeks Avenue, 
Hempstead, and was 65 years old. He 
died from malnutrition. He collected 
pins, match boxes, nails, etc. Phila- 
telists at the sale thought in normal 
times this collection would bring from 
$3,000 to $5,000.
